other" in SS Wisconsin on-page 3C-5, 
we, are of the opinion that the com- 
mittee filing the recall papers have the 
right to offer evidence and to make 
proof of the identity of the petitioners 
as their names appear upon the peti- 
tion, either by affidavit, or otherwise, 
and that you should receive such evi- 
dence. 


"Now, therefore, on behalf 
of the 


special election at which his succes- 
sor shall be elected. 


This is the second recall 
petition 


against Mr. Cuinmings. On Dec. '18, 
last, three petitions were filed which 
asked for the" recall of all three ot the 
present commissioners and on Dec. 28, 
City Clerk Hammarluud filed his certi- 
fication that all three of the petitions 
were insufficient. 


That the recall element was deter- 


mined to secure an election was indi- 
cated when a corp oC workers under 
direction of the committee of twelve, 
set about to secure a new list as near- 
ly as posible in conforrnance with the 
law and rulings as set forth in the city 
clerk's findings.

' filed thus far, it is understood that the 


recall faction has in addition petitions 
demanding the recall of Mayor James 
A. Fathers and Councilman C. K. Milti 
more as well, which they will probably 
file separately in the near future.

'so doing" they will be carrying out the 
ruling of the city clerk and city at- 
torney that but one recall petition can 
be filed at one time. 


The charges against Mr. Cummings 


are Blightly^different 
in form 
than 


those made in the 
last petition, but 


they are of the same general charac- 
ter'and without specific 
reference. 


They, appeared at the top of each of 
the petitions'as filed and read as fol- 
lows:

officer he fails and neglects to enforce 
all the laws and ordinances of said 
state and city; that he permits the 
money of said city to be squandered up- 
on its streets in a negligent and care- 
less manner; that he shows favoritism 
'in the enforcement of the laws and or- 
dinances. 


"And we hereby command the elec- 


tion of a successor to the said Roy M. 
'Cummings, whose removal from 
the 


said office of 
councilman is hereby 


sought; and for the. accomplishment 
do hereby petition you to make such 
orders, and to take steps for the hold- 
. irig of an election to elect'a person to 
the office of councilman of said city 
.•to succeed the said Roy M. Cummings 
•as^are provided by law- in such cases."

the last recall papers, was the fact 
that a number of the signers were not 
• qualified electors. 
The recall element

torney John L. Fisher of this city and 
Attorney J. M. Clancy of Stoughton. 
These gentlemen filed a statement 
with-the recall papers declaring that 
they are ready to defend each

London, Jan. 27.—The drafting of 


note rupturing peace negotiations wa 
begun this morning by the allies. 


The committee expected to complet 


the note before nightfall and submi 
its work to a plenary sitting of th 
Bulgarian Greek, Montenegrin and Sei 
vian delegations. 


However, even if the Balkan alliei 


were anxious to resume 
hostilitiei 


which it is currently reported they an 
anxious to do, at least :I5 days mus 
elapse before hostilities can be re 
sumed. 


If the draft of the note is completet 


tonight its revision by the delegations, 
will take some time, and the final draf 
cannot be presented to the Turkisl 
delegation and to Sir Edward Gray as 
honorary president of the peace con 
ference before Wednesday. 


It is understood the note will give 


the Turkish delegates three'days in 
which to answer. 
Then the 
allied 


delegations will have to notify their 
respective governments and ask Sir 
Edward Gray to convoke a. final sit 
ting of the council for the official rup- 
ture of the negotiations. 


This will take at. least three days 


making it February sixth. Then tiie 
governments at Sofio,, Belgrade and 
Cettinjo must denounce the armistice

muscles, by deep 


breathing, throw all the abdom- 
inal, chest and back
